LABOR, 


HARD SHOTS 
FOR UNION. 


Findings Asked by Lawyer 
John T. Lenahan.

Able Argument in Behalf of the 
Non-Union “Miners. 
Rioters Fill Streets of Cadiz— 
Voluntary Raise of Wages. 
Engineers’ Demands. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED FnkSS-A. A. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 10.—Presi- 
dent Bast of the Reading company 
was an attentive listener to the argu- 
ments presented today before the An- 
thracite Coal Strike Commission. The 
non-union miners, through Attorney 
John T. Lenahan of Wilkesbarre, ex- 
pressed their disapproval of the prin- 
ciples and practices of the United 
Mine Workers. 

Lenahan, in his argument, presented 
three propositions. He submitted that 
‘the comnwssion must find the United 
Mine Workers responsible for the vio- 
lence and other unlawful acts which 


. deprived the non-union miners of their 


lawful right to work; that all author!- 
ties agree that the law guarantees to 
every many the right to work where, 
when and, for whom he pleases and 


that nothing could justify a finding by 


the commission that non-union miners 
must deal with their employers 
through the medium of the union, or 
be subject in the slightest degree to 
the control or dictation of the union. 

After presenting these pronositions, 
Lenahan said in part: . 

“It follows as a necessary conclu- 
sion from admitting the principle 
that non-union miners must be per- 
mitted to work without unlawful in- 
terference from fellow-workmen, that 
they must not be made to deal with 
their employers through the medium 
of the union. In the eyes of the law, 
no distinction can exist between union 
and non-union laborers. They simply 
ate fellow-servants of a common em- 
ployer. The majority may make such 
secret agreements among themselves 
as they please: But such agreements 
cannot affect the rights of the minor- 
ity, no matter how small it may be. 
There can be no such thing as the 
majority rule among fellow-workmen 
in a common employment. It is the 
admitted right of a matoritv of stock- 
holders in a corporation to dictate the 
policy of the company. even. though 
contra to the wishes of some stock- 
holders, who might thereby suffer loss. 
But all the servants of one master re- 
main individuals under our law, and 
yield nothing of their rights to a ma- 
jarity of their coemployés. 

“How, then, could it be possible for 
this commission to admit the right of 
the United Mme Workers to contract 
on behalf of non-union employés with 
a common employer? If it were pos- 
sible, is it likely that non-union miners 


would receive fair treatment at the 


hands of those embittered bv wrejudice 
and anxious to monopolize all the posi- 
tions they hold? As is well known, 
there are dlametrica! differences of 
opinion on many subjects apparently 
affecting their common interests be- 
tween unfon and non-union men in al 
occupations. The rules of trad 
unions are framed on the principle not 
merely of dictation by the majority to 
the minority among fellow-employés 
ef one employer, but of such dictation 
by the majority of all workmen en- 
gaged in a particular occupation. 

“The freedom of the individual to 
work only according to the dictates of 
his own interests are made subservient 
to the supposed good of the greatest 
number. We agree that the law does 
not prohibit such combinations, or 
rules, when voluntarilv accepted. 
What we deny is that any workman 
can be coerced into accepting them. 
When this is done directly, or indt- 
rectly, he is deprived of that: liberty 
of action which the law guarantees 
to him. The union presents as one of 
its essential claims before this com- 
mission a demand that the mine own- 
ers shall accept the upion as the rep- 
resentatives of the miners, and fix the 
rights of both union and non-union 
miners by conceding its demands. We 
deny this right, and earnestly protest 
that it cannot be conceded bv the com- 
mission without a distinct and dellp- 
erate violation of the law.“ 

MINE WORKERS’ WEAPONS.

Steamer Madiana Strikes a Reef | 


and is Total Loss, 


Calmness of Officers Prevents 
Panic Hours of Suspense — 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRASS—P.M.) 

HAMILTON (Bermuda) Feb. 10.— The 
Quebec Steamship Company's steamer 
Madiana, Capt. Fraser, which sailed 
from New York last Saturday, with a 
party of excursionists, for a special 
cruise around the Caribben Islands, 
went ashore on the reef off this island 
at 3 o’clock this morning. The passen- 
gers had a thrilling experience. 

The ship is a total loss, but all on 
board were rescued, and brought safely 
to land after a perilous trip in life- 
boats from the wreck to a tug standing 
a mile off. The mails and passengers’ 
baggage also were saved. 

According to statements made by 
those on board, the Madiana was 
threading her way in the night through 
the nartow channel between the coral 
reef which leads to Hamilton Harbor, 
when she struck a reef one and a half 
miles northeast of North Rock. No 
explanation js yet forthcoming as to 
how the vessel went on the roeks, and 
the only information obtainable from 
the officers is that the light which 


| indicates the channel could not be seen. 


All the ngers were in their 
bunks when the Madiana struck the 
rocks, but the shock of the impact 
awakened them, and they rushed on 
deck, the majority of them without at- 
tempting to dress. Much alarm, though 
not a panic, prevailed among the pas- 
sengers when they found that the ve:- 
sel was hard on the rocks, but the of- 
ficers went among them and caimd 
them, although a number did not ven- 
ture below again to seek their cloth- 
ing. A part of the crew did not share 
the coolness of the officers, but the 
latter soon restored order among the 
troublesome seamen. 

Signals of distress were sent up, and 
the passengers had an anxious time 
during the latter part of the night. The 
Madiana listed heavily after a time, 
and when morning broke lay broadside 
to the wind. The passengers were hu4d- 
dled together on the hurricane deck, 
and the water drenched them to the 
skin. As soon as the news of the wrec« 
reached here, government and other 
tugs proceeded to the scene to endeavor 
to render assistance. A heavy sea, how- 
ever, was running, and they dared not 
approach too closely to the reef on 
which the Madiana was pounding. For 
some time no communication with the 
Madiana was possible. The tug Gladi 
fen stood about a mile off, awaitirg an 
opportunity, to assist, but it was not 
until 11 a.m, that it became pee idle to 
effect a rescue. The crew of the Ma- 
diana launehed a boat, but it could not 
live in the sea then. running, and was 
dashed: pieces against the steamers 
side. A second and more successful at- 
tempt was made a little later, and some 
of the passengers were lowered int» it. 
The Madiana’s other lifeboats were 
then launched in succession, and the re- 
ped of the passengers and the 
tan fand crew gained the salvage tug 
in vafety. 

By the prompt action of Engineer 
Nelson, who had the Madlana's bulk- 
heads broken through, the mail and 
passengers’ light baggage were taken 
out, and brought in the last boats of 
the Gladisfen, which landed the passen- 
gers, crew, mail and baggage here this 
afternoon, 

Joseph Krofut of Hartford. Ct., 
one of the passengers, was interviewed 
by the Associated Press correspondent, 
He said: 

was in my bunk when the shock 
of the steamer's stranding awoke me. 
I rushed on deck, being the first pas- 
senger to reach it. The other passen- 
gers streamed up from below imme- 
diately afterward. There was no con- 
fusion among the officers or the pas- 
sengers. The officers faced the situa- 
tion cooly and quickly reassured the 
passengers. The crew, who were most- 
ly foreigners, became disorderly at 
first, but dizcipline was soon restored.

The ship's other boats were then 
launched with better success. The pas- 
sengers were attached to ropes, the 
women first of all, and lowered into 
the lifeboats, It was a dangerous 
journey to the Gladisfen. The boats’ 
crews had to pull through heavy seas, 
but no mishap occurred, and we were 
all safely embarked on the Gladisfen. 
The officers and the remainder of the 
crew, with some of the engers' 
light baggage, followed us. The wreck 


was abandoned, and we were landed 
here.“

Interest in the location of the new 
Polytechnic High School is aroused by 
the prospective early sale of the $200,- 
000 Bonds that were voted last No- 
vember for the purpose of making this 
addition to the public school system 
of Los Angeles. 

City Attorney Mathews’ is preparing 
the ordinance that will place the bonds 
on the market. and it probably will be 
submitted to the Council at ‘next Mon- 
day’s meeting. ‘The sale of the bonds, 
it is expected, will be made in April. 
With the money in hand and the peo- 
os desire expressed, it is not likely 
that there will be any delay in carry- 
in out the project. 

Selection of a site for the bullding 
already has had informal attention of 
school officials and members of the 
Board of Education, but the matter 
has not yet reached even a preliminary 
stage looking toward the acquirement 
of suitable property. In fact, there 
is some question as to whether the 
Council will purchase the lend or 
leave that to the Board of Education. 
It alto is not settled as to what funds 
shall be used for the acquiremeat of 
a site—whether it shall de paid for 
from the proceeds of the bond sale or 
from the genera! school fund. . 

No plans for the building have yet 
been considered. They cannot de un- 
til it is known how much can be 
expended for that purpose. If the 
site is to be paid for from the $200,000 
raised on the bonds there necessarily 
will be a much smaller anfount for 
the bullding.
